Cellfl llio whole woild. Her diver- 
sification ol pioduots is greater than 
that of any other Slate, but, iu only 
One thing can she justly claim po- 
eminence over all hoi sister States. 
Ilei manges are, indeed, fine, but 
the best horticulturists tell me that 
tiu< oranges grown in portions of- 
Florida are just as good, Her sugar 

and molasses have a world wide re- 
putation, but those who know tell 
me that the sugar and molasses 
raised In Cuba and Hawaii are just 
as line. Louisana rice and cot ion 
are not to be sneered at, yet Texas 
and South Carolina raise just as 
g00d< Louisana bus many beautiful 
women and children, yet she cannot 
surpass either Virginia, Kentucky or 
Tennessee In this respect. Yet in one 
tiling we surpass all cm sister Stales. 
Our Lonlsana pecans are the fluest 
iu the world. All competent au- 
thorities arrive, with me on that point. 
Nearly every famous variety of 
pecan before the public today came 
either directly or indirectly from 
Louisiana parentage 

Standing DOt more than ten paces 
from the corner of my front porch 
there is a pecan tree that is loaded 

down to the guards with peoane. At 

the very lowest estimate this pecan 
tree has live barrels of pecans on it. 
If there is no storm before Septcm- 
ber gO these pecans will be ready to 

harvest, and are already engaged 

to customers in the Nortern States 
This tree has on it now over a hun- 
dred dollars' woith of pecans It 
was planted where it stands by me 
in February, 1878. It is now S."> 
feel tall, With a spread of over *.)0 
feet, and a circumference of 10 feet 
15 inches above the ground. The 
tree was named alter Mr. Charles 

A. Green of Rochester, but I hesi- 
tate to call it the Green pecan, for 

fear there may he some people who 
think it never gets ripe, while, as a 

matter of fact, it ripens earlier than 

any known variety, many ol the 

nuts beingready to eat by Septem 

her 10. So far as eating is concern- 
ed, it is my lavorite pecan, and, 
after all, pecans were made to eat, 
and not to look at, a fact I have 
much difficulty in making some 
men believe. 

I In t tbe Green pecan has had the 
very best possible chance in the 
world. It was planted In a very 

hotbed of fertility, where the old 
homestead was bmned during the 

Civil War, and where the dropping 

of the chickens and calves have 

added fertility for nearly a huudred 

years. And to begin with, it was 
planted <yi the richest land ill the 
world — Hie lieh alluvial soil of the 
Mississippi valley. 

Over in Georgia there is a, Frot- 
Nchcr pecan tree that was planted 
ahoul fifteen years ago, having 
almost identical environments as 
the Green pecan, which has given 
even more marvelous returns. The 

tree oame originally from New Or- 
leans. There being very few pefans 
of large size on the markets up to 
this time, these pecans have sold 
for fifty cents a pound, and I ho 
returns Irom litis tree have been 
phenomenal 

Now there are men who should 
know belter who are going around 
making the statement that you can 
plant ten thousand trees out in tbe 
open Held, and irive thein good at 
lention, ami in the same length of 
lime as good returns from all these 
trees as from I he Single tree. 1 
know by a lone life spent in horti- 
culture that this is impossible. 
Above all else it is 00 "gel rich 
QUiok" scheme. It is a slow way ol 
making money. When one goes at 
it in the right way it is a aafe in 

vestment, bni it requires the same 

amount of work and attention as a 

bank, a dry goods store or a law 
office. If you are uol willing to 

give your pecan orchard this you 
had better not plant it. 

For a pecan orchard, fiom the very 
start, requires thorough cultivation 
No mulch method oi Stringfellow 
way works here. Most of my trees 

are now twenty-fivs years old, and 

1 have to keep up I he cultivation 
Still, 

Some persons who nre flunking 
more about theii own pockets than 
tha.ll custom's good, are advocating 
planting pecans twenty feci apart. 
Planted thus you gel nothing but 
leaves and poles. Fifty feet apart is 



the nearest they should stand, even 
on poor land. Of course, fillers can 
be used, to be cut out in the end, just 
as other fruits ami nuts. I have 
trees planted just thirty-two yoais 
ago standing ninety feel apart 
which aie now lapping. The lieh- 
ncss of the land will decide very 
largely the distance of the trees* 
bill do not plant too close together. 

I am asked a thousand times a 
year how much will an acre of 
pecans bear in five years, in ten 
years and in til teen years. This 
is a question that no honest man 
can answer. It is a question that, 
an honest man had better not try to 
answer. All he can say is that if a 
pecan oichard is well takeu care of 
in ten years it will be a very 
valuable possession. For a pecan 
oehard is like a baby — it will never 
do what, it is expected to do. 

I must caution all parties who 
expect to plant a pecan oichard of 
the necessity of keeping fire from 
among the trees, and from putting 
them in enclosures where stock are 
allowed to run, as many line groves 
have gone to ruin along this road. 

If we could once get rid of the 
teirible amount of exaggeration that 
has centered around pecan growing 
it would be a most, noble and thrifty 
calling. Mr. Luther Burbank has 
lately written me that he considets 
the tine varieties of pecans the fmesi 
mils in the world Io day. They are 
certainly better than the Woiider- 

berry for eating purposes. Other 
wise men besides Burbank have come 
to the same conclusion, the ip 
prestation for these fine pecans is 
great all over the Failed Stales, 
and is growing rapidly. No one 
kowa better than the wrlttti how very 

large the demand is. In fact, the 
demand is the only point about pe- 
cans that has not been grossly ex- 
aggerated. 

In fact all over this World there 
is a tendency towaid vegetarianism 
and the eating of nuts. It brings 
health and happiness to many a 

poor invalid. Just three yean ago 

the speaker was the most total 
nerves wreck in the United Statos-- 
the most miserable man alive. By 
living upon a fruit and nut diet and 
by staying out in the open, he has 
become one of the healthiest and 
happiest men iu the world. This 
nut and fruit diet is the greatest 
thing iu existence. Like blind Bar 
timeiis, I know And millions of 
Other men are finding it out. The 
doctors all over Furope aieannounc 
ing Hie fact in no uncertain terms. 
This was the diet that was prescribed 
to* tbe fit st pair when they were 
planed to the Garden of Eden, and 
It is possible for any one to enter a 
new and higher Garden of Eden 
who has the noive to do so. The 
law is laid down in the first chaptei 
of Genesis. All that is needed is to 
follow the law. 

And if all this tic true, and it most 
ceitainly is, you begin to suspect 
what a very important thing it is to 
grow pecans, and how vary much 
these pecans will be needed by the 
Children ol men. Did you ever eat 
a pecan that was fresh from the tree, 
and dried in the sun, when you weie 
a child? Then you remember a 
taste, an aroma, that was fit, for the 
gedt. They don't taste like that to 
mo now, but many a time, when my 
discouragements were the greatest 
and the outlook the blackest. 

I have thought of the fact that 
there were thousands of little cbil 
di en all over this land who had that 
exquisite taste and Who might still 
enjoy pecans mown in my groves. 
And that reminds me of the beauti 
fill poem called " Asahel's LSSSOO " 

At forty yeatS the Arab thought 
he was too old to plant a tree, but 
when at fifty he lound himself 
starving and exhausted along the 
highway, he swore to great, Allah 
that if his life were but spared this 
once he would spend the rest of his 
days iu plant. ng trees. And Cod 
good. So Asahel planted al 
sixty, at seventy and al eighty years 
of ago. lie lived to enjoy the fruits 
of his plantings.

October IS, 1917— Tuesday even- 
ing the deaf of the city were shock- 
ed to read in the Columbus ]$ven- 
ing Dispatch of the. death of Mrs. 
Robert V. McGregor, which had 
occurred the evening before, and it 
was not known except to a few that 
she was seriously sick. Tuesday 
morning Superintendent Jones was 
given a message that Mr. McGregor 
would not be at school that day, and 
for him to have one of the normal 
students take Mr. McGregor's Class, 
as Mrs. McGregor was seriously sick, 
when it should have stated Mrs. 
McGregoi had died suddenly the 
evening before, and as soon as the 
notice in the paper was seen, sever- 
al Columbus friends took the first 
car over to Grove City to give as 
sistauce aud comfort to the be- 
reaved family, and on the next car a 
number more arrived for the same 
purpose. Though Mrs McGregor 
had not been in the best of health 
for a year oi more, yet. no one 
was expectiug such a sudden end 
On the day of her death she was up 
and around attending to the daily 
household care, and near noon went 
to the town grocery and made 
several purchases for the noon 
meal, prepared and partook of it 
as was her wont. In the afternoon 
she busied herself putting, an up- 
stairs room in order, talking with 
her daughter, Bessie. About four 
o'clock in the afternoon she com- 
plained of a congested feeling in 
her chest and the usual application 
was made for relief. She had had 
such attacks on former occasions 
which yielded readily to treatment. 
She was induced to lie down, and it 
was thought she would soon have 
relief. But the attack came on 
again and the doctor was called, 
who diagnosed her illness at lobular 
pneumonia and prescribed accord- 
ingly. Later on she was siezed 
with a sweating spell and deep 
breathing and gradually fell into a 
slumber, which previously she had 
so much desired. But it was the 
eternal one, for when about ten 
o'clock her daughter came to "ad- 
midister medicine, the loved mother 
was still in death. Who can fathom 
the grief and sorrow of the husband 
and daughter as they stood beside 
the inanimate form of their loved 
one, whose goodness and gentleness 
had been their inspiration in their 
daily life, now gone forever? But 
such is life. 

By her death are left to mourn a 
husband and two daughters, Bessie, 
who resided at home, and Jeanette, 
of Corning, New York, who reached 
home in time to attend the funeral, 
also a brother, Mr. W . Fort or, of 
Fittshurgh, Fa. To them sincere 
sympathy is extended by their many 
friends iu the loss they have sus- 
tained. 

The funeral service was held at 
the late home of the deceased, 
Thursday afternoon at two o'clock, 
ami was largely attended by the 
deaf of Columbus Key. C W . 
Charles conducted it, with Mrs. Ella 
Zell,and Mr. L. Odehieehl interpret- 
ing. MissCloaC. Linison render- 
ing " Nearer, My God To Thee."

McGregor was leally I he mother; a

Hester Forter McGregor was born 
at Mt. Savage, Maryland, on the 
B6th of May, 1853. 

She comes of Revolutions! y stock, 
her great-grandfather having been 
a Colonel under Washinglon. 

At the ontbieak of the Civil War 
she was sent to the Columbia Insti- 
tution, where she remained several 
. but completed her education 
at tbe Marylaud School. Immedi- 



ately after graduation she was ap- 
pointed teacher, which position she 
occupied until her marriage iu Au- 
gust, 1876. 

During her school life in Mary- 
land, she became a member of the 
Episcopal Church, in Frederick, 
M<L, and on removing to Colum- 
bus, she affiliated with Trinity, and 
has always been a consistent and 
devout member. 

She was of a very charitable dis- 
position, aud it was due to her 
efforts that the Ladies' Aid Society 
for the benefit of the Ohio 
Home for Aged and Infirm Deaf 
was established. This society has 
been the mother of numerous of ln>rs 
in Dayton, Cleveland, and other 
places, all of which are doing good 
work in maintaining the Home. 
Mrs. McGregor was devoted to her 
society, never missing a meeting in 
25 years, except once or twice, 
when too ill to attend. Her chari- 
table disposition found vent in 
other directions, too, for it was 
characteristic of her that she was 
always thinking of others.

From the clipping below it 
would appear that the Ohio School 
for Deaf would soon follow the ex- 
ample of the Fauwood School, aud 
have a brass baud. Fact is, the 
drums are already here, and are 
being used in tbe marching of 
pupils to and from school, to and 
from the chapel aud to and from 
the dining room. 

A brass band, with every mem 
ber deaf and dumb, may soon be 
organized at the State School for 
the Deaf. Superintendent Jones 
has recommended the formation of 
such an organization, and declares 
in a report to the Board of Ad- 
ministration that it is possible and 
would be beneficial. 

At several other schools for the 
deaf bands have been organized 
from among the pupils, and in spite 
of the fact that they cannot hear 
their own music, they are able to 
give splendid coucerts and are able 
to earn small suras by playing for 
dances and entertainments. 

Just as soon as an appropriation 
can be made for the purchase of in- 
struments and tbe employment of a 
leader, the school will have its baud, 
If Superintendent Jones can have 
his way The State School for the 
Blind is now supporting a splendid 
orchestra. 

The Pi.spnioh of Sunday printed 
the following : — 

While the attendance at the State 
School for the Deaf this year is 
almost as large as last year, there is 
a notable absence of older boys. 
The enrollment, is kept up to the 
usual number by the admission of a 
number of young children whe are 
attending the school for the first 
time 

"Big wages, and the demand for 
labor," says Snpt. J. W. Jones, " has 
kept many of the older and stronger 
boys out of school this year. Letters 
received from these young men toll 
of their having splendid jobs, and 
that they will not return this year at 
least, but later on should conditions 
change, they will come back and 
complete their education." 

•i al of these larger scholars, 
in spite of their affliction, have en- 
deavored to enlist in tbe federal 
army, doing any kind of work that 
they might bo able to perform. Of 
course, none was admitted, but the 
boys showed the proper Spirit, and 
unable (o get into the army, they 
are taking np the work at home thai 
wss done by the men called to the 
colors. 

Mr. Peter Gitlooly, of Wood- 
lawn, Pa., writes us that the pub- 
lic in the Ohio Valley is much

surprised to learn that the deaf 
tin workers now draw the highest 
pay ever received in the history of 
the trade. A young deaf man re- 
ceived $137 53 for twelve days 
work in September. There is to 
be another increase of tbeir wages 
of 10 per cent effective October 1st. 

According to a well known editor 
who has made a study of the matter 
he has found that in the United 
States there are aunually 2,595,700 
accidents and 648 deaths in the hot 
steel and tinmills, most of them 
among foreigners, while at the same 
lime there were none among the 
deaf workers of this class. There 
are many who think that the deaf 
are the best, surest and steadiest. 
At a oertain town meeting of the 
busiuess men's association resolu- 
tions were passed protesting against 
making discrimination of Ameri- 
cans and in the favor of the for- 
eigners.

Miss Louise K. Thompson, of 
Akron, Ohio, a teacher of the Ohio 
School, under the late Dr. G. O. 
Fay and Superintendents Perry 
and Pratt, aruved in the city yester- 
day noon. She is the guest of the 
Zells' over at Grandview and will 
remain so for some days. 

The first real snow of the season 
here fell yesterday forenoon. The 
week had been cold throughout and 
the starting up of furnaces become 
necessary for those who had the 
coal to do it with. Unfortunately 
there were few of those, owing to 
the coal sboitage. Seven of tbe 
Public Schools of the city had to be 
dismissed yesterday on that account, 
ami the street-car traffic came to a 
standstill for several hours in the 
morning, just when people needed 
tbe cars most to go to their work. 
As far as we can learn, most of the 
deaf residents laid in their winter's 
supply of coal in tbe Spring.

In the "Illustrated Reader for 
Deaf Children in the Third and 
Fourth Year of School," Mr. Jones, 
Superintendent of the Ohio School, 
presents another of the excellent 
series of practical books for deaf 
children by which he is enriching 
the course in teaching language. 
The purpose is to develop an interest 
in reading based on understanding, 
and to offer an aid to serve as a pre- 
liminary study for his English Book 
I, previously issued. 

The underlying principle of the 
new book is that children, when 
when familiar with the things dis- 
cussed and aided by appropriate 
pictures, will read with greater un- 
derstanding and enjoyment. This 
is sound educational doctrine, as any 
vehicle that will lead deaf children, 
or any children for that matter, to 
become interested in a book, will 
increase the effort to understand 
what is read, and thus lead to in- 
creased information, pleasure, and 
consequently improvement in lan- 
guage. 

We believe the Illustrated Reader 
serves this purpose, and is worthy 
of a trial by all teachers of the third 
and fourth grades, as a means of 
leading their deaf pupils pleasantly 
over the usually difficult road to 
reading understanding^. The fine 
illustrations were supplied by the 
Art department of the Ohio School, 
and the printing is a creditable piece 
of work by the school's printing 
office.

The salaries attached to such po- 
sitions at entrance range trom $i ,ooo 
to $i,20oayeaf. Promotions, with 
higher salaries, are rapid. Civil Ser- 
vice examinations are required, and 
applicants must have reached their 
eighteenth birthday. 

Both men and women are eligible, 
and can obtain application blanks 
by addressing the U. S. Civil Service 
Commission, Washington, D. C; 
or the Civil Service Board of Ex- 
aminers in any of the large cities of 
the United States. 

It is evident that deaf 
women who can qualify as type- 
writer operators, if they pass the Civil 
Service examination, will not be re- 
jected. However, that can be as- 
certained upon inquiry.

The Board of Directors of the 
Columbia Institution for the Deaf 
desire to express iu this formal min- 
ute their high appreciation of the 
services of Dr. Edward Miner Gal- 
laudet, one of their members, who 
died on September 26th, 1917. 

Dr. Gallaudet came to Washing- 
ton, a young man of twenty years of 
age, to become the first principal of 
the Columbia Institution for the Deaf 
and Dumb and the Blind in 1857 
Through his foresight, energy, and 
wisdom, he was able not only to 
establish a school of high rank for 
deaf children, but in 1864 obtained 
from Congress legislation granting to 
this Institution the right to give col- 
legiate degrees. In the same year, 
Dr. Gallaudet was inaugurated as 
president of the National Deaf-Mute 
College, later Gallaudet College, 
which has been ever since that time 
the only institution for the higher 
education of the deaf in the world. 
By his high ideals and strong person 
ality, he bound to him with strongest 
ties a faculty of well-educated men 
and a student body who considered 
him their best friend and greatest 
benefactor throughout all of their 
lives. 

He served* as president of the 
Board of Directors of the Columbia 
Institution for the Deaf from 1864 to 
roir, and through all these years 
guided the fortunes of the Institution 
with determination, skill and success 
Through foreign travel, personal ex- 
perience, and study, he obtained a 
mastery of the educational needs of 
deaf people unsurpassed by any, and 
through his forceful teaching and 
writing upheld the use of the broad- 
est possible methods in the instruction 
of the deaf. High honors were 
conferred upon him by foreign 
governments and by our universities, 
and for many years before his death 
he was recognized as a world author- 
ity in education. 

It is impossible to express in words 
the loss which the death of Dr. 
Gallaudet brings to this Institution, 
as its first head and its guide and 
counselor. For more than half a 
century his services were absolutely 
vital to the life and growth of the 
Institution. 

The Board of Directors in this 
minute wish, however, to record as 
best they may their gratitude and 
appreciation for his almost lifelong 
services, their admiration of his noble 
character, and their great debt to 
Divine Providence "for the inimitable 
work of Kdward Miner Gallaudet 
for this Institution and for all deaf 
people of all time.

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Tne death of Edward Miner Gal 
laudet at the age of eighty-one has 
taken from the active life of the 
world one of its greatest benefactors. 
I trust it is not amiss to say at this 
juncture, that if he had devoted his 
talents to destroying his fellow-men 
he might have become a great general 
and have bestowed en him higher 
emoluments, titles and honors; but 
he chose rather to serve humanity, 
a thankless task, as every preceptor 
knows, and one which brings little 
reward in comparison to the glory 
heaped on the warrior whose object 
is to tear down, to ravish and to an 
nihilate. The work done by Dr. 
Gallaudet and tbe application of his 
theories and teachings have revolu- 
tionized the position and relation of 
the deaf to tbe rest of the world. 

It is easy now-a-days to criticise 
and find fault with the early manu- 
al method for instruction of the deaf 
which he advocated, seeing that 
manualism has practically been dil 
carded by the up-to-date schools of 
the deaf along with other practices 
that prevailed before experience in 
dicated Improved systems, but the 
fact remains that it was Kdward 
Miner Gallaudet who first recognized 
the real cause of the then prevailing 
intellectual despondency that alllict 
ed the deaf and who conceived the 
means for remedying this deficiency. 
It was Dr. Gallaudet who founded 
the only college for the deaf, but 
this is such a commonplace know- 
ledge now that it is forgotten what 
genius and patient toil were requir- 
ed to establish this seat for the 
higher education of the deaf. 

However, he was a veritable watch- 
dog over the interests of the deaf 
college. His professional rapt 
sion over it was his life and 
his honor. His very death may 
probably be traced to long and in- 
defatigable labors in behalf of the 
institution. To bis students he was 
so zealously and unselfishly devoted 
as to become a popular idol. During 
his long life Dr. Oallaudct gave his 
best, not only to the college but also 
to the advancement of the deaf at 
large, and the means for accomplish 
ing this, one of his last acts being a 
masterly address showing the dan- 
gers and falsity of the claims of 
ultra-oralism, which has done more 
to exercise public opinion against it 
than anything yet forthcoming. 

Dr. Gallaudet was many times 
honored, aud justly honored, with 
responsible positions having Impor 
taut relations to the affairs of the 
amelioration of the deaf. It is not 
possible here to dilate ttpon these, 
except to relate a movement has 
been started to erect a monument to 



his memory on the College grounds, 
as a tribute to his services to the 
deaf and to mankind. While appro- 
priate, it is not needed to preserve 
the memory of Kdward Miner Gal- 
laudet, for every school and associ- 
ation for the deaf are constant re- 
minders of bis work, every success- 
ful College- graduate, too, is but one 
more monument to his genius. The 
fact that bis services to humanity 
were recognized by being conferred 
such high honors as he had received, 
from the French Government and 
institutions of learning throughout 
the civilized world, is an Interesting 
evidence of growing appreciation of 
the value of humanitarian achieve- 
ment in these warlike days. 

In the death of Dr. Gallaudet the 
writer of this sustains a personal 
loss. Nearly five years of daily as- 
sociation as a student at his College, 
had developed an attachment that no 
length of time can destroy. As long 
as life lasts will he be remembered 
with affectionate regard. 

And, now that he has gone, where 
all of us are soon to follow him, let 
us remember him for his wonderful 
brilliancy of intellect, his versatility 
of mind, his refinement of nature, 
his never-failing courtesy, his abso- 
lute integrity of mind and character; 
and, dropping a teat" of regret for 
the infirmities of age that caused his 
premature retirement from his be- 
loved College, which cast its dark- 
ening shadow over his pathway un- 
til the end, let us say, once more 
and forever, farewell, old friend, 
farewell !

If you ahonld read a story of a man 
being killed by a tortoise falling 
from tho sky outo his bald bean, 
you would promptly brand it as im- 
possible fiction, yot history solemnly 
records that Aeschylus, the Greek 
poet, was killed in just that manner, 
tbe tortoise having been dropped — 
accidentally we may suppose — by 
an eagle in the air. A further study 
of historian! 1 coords and classical 
legoudary accounts, discloses tho 
following instances where death re- 
sulted from unusual causes ; 

Agathocles, tyrant of Sicily, was 
killed by a toothpick when he was 
95 years old. A grape stone lodg- 
ing in the throat of Anacreou, a 
poet of ancient Grooco, choked him 
to death. The death of one Bassus 
was caused by tho piick of a noodle 
in his thumb. Chalchas, a sooth- 
sayer, died of laughter at the 
thought of having outlived tho 
hour when, it had been predicted, 
he should die. Charles VIII of 
Franco died as tho result of acci- 
dentally st rikiug his head agalnat tho 
lintel as he was conducting his 
queen into a tennis court. 

A sinitlo goat hair in the milk 
which Fahins, tho Roman praetor, 
was drinking, choked him to death. 
Tho blow of a cricket ball caused 
the death of Frederick 1 
Piinco of Wales. Gallns, Roman 
orator and astronomer, and Titus 
Hatorius, a knight, each died while 
kissing the hand of his wife. La Belle 
Gahrielle, mistress of Henri IV, aiod 
from eating an orange. In observing 
a teligious rule 0110 Itadaoh refused 
to drink a drop of anything while In 
the harvest field and died of thirst. 
As Lopidus, a Roman, left his 
house, ho struck his great too 
against the threshold and sustained 
an injury which cansod his death. 
A pig rau under the horse of Louis 
VI of France, causing the animal to 
stumble and throw the king in such 
a manner as to cause a fatal injury. 
When Margntte saw a monkey 
pull on a pair of boots, ho laughed 
ao inordinately that he died. Ot 
way, the English poet, was given 
money when he was in a starving 
condition. He bought a loaf of 
bread aud died as he was swallowing 
tho first bite. When he saw an aaa 
eating the figs that had beeu pro 
pated for his own dessert, Philo- 
monos laughed so heartily that ho 
died. 

In extracting a splinter. Queue 
lault, a Norman physician, made a 
slight wound iu his hand and short- 
ly after died from it. Supping up

The Wild Turkey. 

The wild turkey of North Ameri- 
ca, ranging from Mexico to Cana- 
da, is the original of the barnyard 
turkey. When imported into Eu- , 
rope, after the discovery of America, 
it was mistakenly believed to have 
oome from Turkey, whence the 
common name. The early explorers 
found tbe turkey in domestication 
among tho Mexicans; it was carried 
to Spain by Cortez in 1530, or to 
England by Cabot, in 1524. It Is 
said that the bird appeared on the 
table at the wedding banquet of 
Charles IX. of Franoe, lu 1570. 
History tells us that the Pilgrim 
fathers caught "a great, store of 
wild turkios" to serve at the first 
Thauksgiving feast over hold in 
this country. The Pilgrims were 
familiar with the bird before com- 
ing to America, as they had pro- 
bably oaten it in England at some 
Christmas feast. 

The bird belongs to the fowl 
family, and so is related to the 
barnyard beu, the guinea fowl, the 
peacock aud the pheasant. The 
farmer with his plow, and the 
sportsman with his gun, havo about 
exterminated the bird, just as they 
have the buffalo. Wild turkeyB 
are now found only iu mountains 
or swamps far from civilization. 
The wild biid is naturally suspi- 
oious, and even after a few genera- 
tions of bainyard life, the hen-tur- 
key will try to oover her eggs, when 
leaving thorn, just as the wild hen- 
bird does. The flesh of lire youuu 
wild turkey is white; at midwintei 
it commencea to turn dark, and 
continues to change slightly until 
tho bird is several years old. But 
alter two generations of care aud 
looding by man, tho flesh of tho 
domestic bird is white and remains 
so 

Wild turkeys oat groat quantities 
of vegetable food, and in tbe spring 
wheu the foliage is young and teu- 
dor they live almost entirely upon 
herbs and huds They are fond of 
blue grass and clover. 

When domesticated, the turkey 
changes sliuhtly iu form, coloring, 
and hahils. After the fiist or 
oond generation, tho Ions become 
shorter, tho body thicker, tho wat- 
tles larger, tho tips of tho wing and 
tail feat hot become white. Tho 
wild turkey roosts high in the trees; 
after the second or third genoiation 
of domestication ho commences to 
roost lower and lower down, and in 
the tenth generation it is domesticat- 
ed. Its food is insects, nuia, 
grains, aud fruits. Acorns are 
a favorite food, and tho birds. 
will make lom: journeys in 
search of thorn. The young are fed 
on insects, particularly grasshop- 
peis. After tho gizzard has become 
tough to receive sand, they are fed 
fruits, grains, nuts, and seeds. 

Audubon, in his " Birds of Am- 
erica," describes tho actions of the 
birds when they are on a jourm 
" When they come to a river, they 
betake themselves to tho highest 
eminence and there remain often 
for a day or two. At length, when 
the weather appears settled and all 
around is quiet, the whole party 
mounts to tho tops of the highest 
trees, whence, at a signal, tho flock 
takes flights to the opposite shore. 
Tho old and fat birds easily got 
ovei, but tho less robust often fall 
into tho water, but by bringing their 
wings close to tho body and spiead- 
ing out the tail and nook, they final- 
ly paddle to tho sltore. 

Benjamin Franklin wrote a hu- 
morous article making a plea for 
the turkey as tho national bird. 
Ho said that the turkey is a more 
respectable bird, and a true nat 
of America, and that it is especial- 
ly fitted for the position, bee 
would not hesitate to attack a Bri- 
tish soldier who should invade its 
grounds with a redcoat on. — Select- 
td.
